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Bush: Iraq war is not over, more work ahead

BAGHDAD (AP) _ On an Iraq trip shrouded in secrecy and 
marred by dissent, President George W. Bush on Sunday hailed 
progress in the war that defines his presidency and got a size-10 
reminder of his unpopularity when a man hurled two shoes at 
him during a news conference. 

“This is a farewell kiss, you dog!” shouted the protester in 
Arabic, later identified as Muntadar al-Zeidi, a correspondent 
for Al-Baghdadiya television, an Iraqi-owned station based in 
Cairo, Egypt. 

Bush ducked both shoes as they whizzed past his head and 
landed with a thud against the wall behind him. 

“It was a size 10,” Bush joked later. 

The U.S. president visited the Iraqi capital just 37 days before 
he hands the war off to his successor, Barack Obama, who has 
pledged to end it. The president wanted to highlight a drop in 
violence in a nation still riven by ethnic strife and to celebrate a 
recent U.S.-Iraq security agreement, which calls for U.S. troops 
to withdraw from Iraq by the end of 2011. 

“The war is not over,” Bush said, adding that “it is decisively on 
it’s way to being won.” 

In many ways, the unannounced trip was a victory lap without a 
clear victory. Nearly 150,000 U.S. troops remain in Iraq fighting 
a war that is intensely disliked across the globe.

Fed mulls interest rate cut 

Maybe to 
all-time low 

WASHINGTON (AP) - With 
the U.S. spiraling deeper 
into recession, the Federal 
Reserve is ready to slash its 
key interest rate - perhaps 
to an all-time low- in hopes 
of cushioning some of the 
economic fallout felt by many 
struggling Americans. 

To battle the worst financial 
crisis since the 1930s, Fed 
Chairman Ben Bernanke and 
his colleagues already have 
ratcheted down their main 
lever for influencing the 
economy _ the federal funds 
rate - to 1 percent, a level seen 
only once before in the last 
half-century. 

The Fed opens a two-day 
meeting Monday to assess 
the economy and decide its 
next move on rates. Another 
reduction to the funds rate, 
the interest banks charge each 
other on overnight loans, is all 
but certain to be announced 
Tuesday. Many economists 
predict the Fed will cut its rate 
in half - to just 0.50 percent. A

If that larger cut occurs, 
it would be the lowest on 
records that track the monthly 
average of the targeted funds 
rate going back to 1954. 

Even an aggressive rate 
reduction won’t turn the 
economy around, analysts 
said. 

“It is not so much going to 
give the economy a big push 
forward. It’s more a case of 
trying to help the economy 
from being pushed further 


backward by all these negative 
events,” said Stuart Hoffman, 
chief economist at PNC 
Financial Services Group. 
However deeply the Fed 
decides to cut rates, the prime 
rate - now at 4 percent - for 
many consumer and small- 
business loans would drop by 
a corresponding amount. The 
prime lending rate is used to 
peg rates on home equity loans, 
certain credit cards and other 
consumer loans. Cheaper rates 
could give pinched borrowers 
a dose of relief.

The goal of lower borrowing 
costs is to entice people and 
businesses to spend more, 
which would revive the flat- 
lined economy. So far, though, 
the Fed’s aggressive rate 
reductions have failed to lift 
the country out of a recession 
that started last December. 
Clobbered by the financial 
crisis, worried banks have 
hoarded their cash and been 
extremely reluctant to lend 
money to customers. Fearful 
consumers, watching jobs 
vanish and their investments 
tank, have sharply cut back 
their spending, including big- 
ticket purchases like homes 
and cars that typically involve 
financing. 

The negative forces have 
fed off each other, creating a 
vicious cycle that Bernanke 
and Treasury Secretary Henry 
Paulson have been desperately 
trying to break. 

To unlock lending and get 
financial markets to operate 
more normally, the U.S. has 
resorted to a string of radical 
actions, including a $700 
billion financial bailout where 
the government is making cash 
injections in banks in return 
for partial ownership stakes. 

In terms of rate cuts, the Fed is 
getting ever closer to running 
out of ammunition. 


It can lower the funds rate 
only so far - to zero. Even if 
that were to happen - a point 
of debate among economists - 
the prime rate would fall to 3 
percent but no lower. 

Against that backdrop, 
Bernanke says the central 
bank is exploring other ways 
to stimulate the economy. 

The Fed could buy longer- 
term Treasury or agency 
securities on the open market 
in substantial quantities, 
Bernanke says. This might 
lower rates on these securities 
and help spur buying 
appetites. 

Another option the Fed has 
mulled: issuing its own debt, 
which would give the central 
bank cash and more flexibility 
to battle the financial crisis. 
To do that, however, the Fed 
would need new powers from 
Congress. 

“The Fed wants to show that 
it has tools and options and 
is not out of tricks because 
interest rates are very low,” 
said Michael Feroli, economist 
at JPMorgan Economics. “The 
problems holding back the 
economy are fairly long lived 
in nature.” 

To combat the financial crisis, 
the Fed already has created 
first-of-its-kind programs, 
such as getting cash directly 


to companies by buying up 
mounds of “commercial 
paper,” the short-term debt 
firms use to pay everyday 
expenses such as payroll and 
supplies. 

It also recently launched 
massive programs to boost 
the availability of consumer 
credit, including that for cars, 
student loans, homes and 
credit cards. The Fed also 
is making loans to banks, is 
providing a financial backstop 
to the mutual fund industry, 
and has injected billions of 
dollars in financial markets 
here and abroad. 

The Fed could opt to expand 
programs by enlarging loans 
it’s now making, providing 
loans to other types of 
companies, or buying more 
and different types of debt. 
The Fed’s balance sheet has 
ballooned to $2.2 trillion, 
from close to $900 billion in 
September, reflecting some 
of those other activities to get 
credit flowing again. 

Even with all the bold moves, 
the economy continues to sink 
deeper into despair. 

Skittish employers axed 
533,000 jobs in November 
alone. That drove the 
unemployment rate up to 6.7 
percent, a 15-year high. 

Since the start of the recession, 
the economy has shed nearly 2 
million jobs. Analysts predict 
another 3 million more will 
be lost between now and the 
spring of 2010. 

Fast week alone, Bank of 
America Corp., tool maker 
Stanley Works and Sara Fee 
Corp., known for food brands 
such as Jimmy Dean and 
Hillshire Farm, announced 
job cuts. 

General Motors Corp., 
Chrysler EEC and Ford 
Motor Co., meanwhile, are 
fighting for their survival. 
GM and Chrysler have said 
they’re in danger of running 
out of money within weeks. 
The White House is exploring 
new ways to help Detroit after 
rescue efforts collapsed in 
Congress. 

With the employment market 
eroding and consumers 
retrenching, the economy 
could stagger backward at a 
shocking 6 percent rate in the 
current October-December 
quarter, analysts predict. It 
shrank at a 0.5 percent pace in 
the third quarter. □

Sarah 
Palin’s church gathered in high 
spirits at a middle school Sunday, 
two days after their building 
was badly damaged by a fire 
authorities are investigating as 
arson. 

Palin, the former Republican 
vice presidential candidate, 
did not attend services Sunday 
because she was in Juneau 
preparing to propose a state 
budget, said her spokesman, 
Bill McAllister. 

The congregation realizes the 
church is more than the building, 
said John Doak, associate pastor 


at Wasilla Bible Church. 

“The definition of the church 
is the body of Christ, made up 
of God’s people,” Doak said 
after the hourlong service at 
Wasilla Middle School attended 
by about 1,200 people. “The 
church is still there. We are the 
church.” 

Damage to the 2 1/2-year-old 
church building is estimated at 
$1 million. The blaze was set at 
the main entrance Friday night 
while a small group, including 
two children, were inside. No 
one was injured. 

Fire Chief James Steele said the 
blaze is being investigated as an 


arson. Patsy Inks said the news 
initially shocked and frustrated 
her. But by Sunday, she was 
feeling blessed, she said at the 
school, where worshippers 
lingered over a potluck dinner 
for a church family leaving 
Alaska. 

“This tragedy has brought us all 
together,” Inks said, her eyes 
tearing up. Palin, who was 
not at the church at the time of 
the fire, stopped by Saturday. 
According to McAllister, Palin 
told an assistant pastor she was 
sorry if the fire was connected 
to the “undeserved negative 
attention” the church has

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WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
former Justice Department 
lawyer says he tipped off the 
news media about the Bush 
administration’s warrantless 
eavesdropping program 

because it “didn’t smell right,” 
Newsweek magazine reported 
Sunday. 

Thomas Tamm, whose suburban 
Washington home was searched 


by federal agents last year, told 
the magazine he leaked the 
existence of the secret program 
to The New York Times 18 
months before the newspaper 
broke the story. 

“I thought this was something 
the other branches of the 
government and the public 
ought to know about. So they 
could decide: do they want 


this massive spying program 
to be taking place?” Tamm 
told Newsweek in what the 
magazine said were a series 
of recent interviews that he 
granted against the advice of 
his lawyers. 

“If somebody were to say, who 
am I to do that? I would say, T 
had taken an oath to uphold the 
Constitution.’ It’s stunning that 
somebody higher up the chain 
of command didn’t speak up,” 
the magazine quoted Tamm as 
saying. 

Tamm, 56, told the magazine 
he called the Times from a 
subway station pay phone in 
Washington. 

In December 2005 the Times 
published a story exposing 
the Bush administration’s 
warrantless wiretapping 

program to eavesdrop on 
international phone calls and e- 
mails of U.S. residents without 
court warrants. 

The story cited multiple 
anonymous sources. Newsweek 
said the Times reporters who 
wrote the story refused to say 
whether Tamm was one of 
them. 

The eavesdropping had been 
conducted without public 
knowledge and without any 
court approval. It has since 
been put under the authority 
of the Foreign Intelligence 
Surveillance Court. 

Tamm, who left the Justice 
Department in 2006, had 
worked in the department’s 
Office of Intelligence Policy 
and Review, a secretive unit 
that oversees surveillance of 
terrorist and espionage targets, 
according to Newsweek. Q

received since she became the 
vice presidential candidate Aug.

Associated Press Writer - Officially, Illinois lawmakers 


will gather soon to consider 
a special election to replace 
Barack Obama in the U.S. 
Senate - but it was already clear 
Sunday that ousting disgraced 
Gov. Rod Blagojevich was at 
the top of many to-do lists. 

“On a scale of one to 10, 
impeachment is 25 and 
everything else is a two,” said 
Rep. Jack Franks, a fellow 
Democrat. 

A legislative session beginning 
Monday will be the first since 
Blagojevich was arrested last 
week on charges that he tried to 
profit from his power to choose 
Obama’s replacement and 
shook down businesses seeking 
state deals. 

Republicans said Sunday they 
plan to put intense public 
pressure on Democrats to 
move against Blagojevich. A 
spokesman for Democratic 
House Speaker Michael 
Madigan said he will discuss the 
idea with Republican leaders on 
Monday. 

Meanwhile, Blagojevich was 
expected to firm up his legal 
representation after meeting 


over the weekend with Chicago 
attorney Ed Genson, who has 
defended media mogul Conrad 
Black and R&B singer R. 
Kelly. 

Blagojevich and his wife, Patti, 
left Genson’s office building 
Sunday evening, declining 
to comment beyond wishing 
gathered reporters and officers 
a “merry Christmas.” 

Genson, a bulldog who 
generally takes his cases to 
trial, left shortly afterward. He 
wouldn’t talk about the meeting 
but told reporters, “I have to 
check some conflicts, but I’m 
sure I’ll be retained.” 

Genson has previously said he 
and Blagojevich would make a 
“mutual decision” Monday. 
Blagojevich spokesman Lucio 
Guerrero said the governor 
had no plans to resign Monday. 
Guerrero didn’t respond directly 
to whether the governor could 
or would do anything to slow 
the Legislature’s move toward 
impeachment. 

“The governor has indicated 
in the past there is more to this 
story that he’s wanting to tell at 
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an appropriate time,” he said. 
David Dring, spokesman for 
House Minority Leader Tom 
Cross, saidRepublicans will step 
up the pressure on Democrats 
to remove Blagojevich. 

“If they won’t work with us, 
you’ll probably see some good 
theater,” Dring said. 

The Republicans also plan to 
run television ads pressuring 
Democrats to approve a special 
election to replace Obama. 
Blagojevich still holds the 
power to appoint a new senator, 
and if he resigned, that power 
would go to Democratic Lt. 
Gov. Patrick Quinn. 

Illinois Republican Party 
chairman Andy McKenna told 
reporters the ads will “make the 
point that this is the people’s 
seat, and the people deserve a 
special election.” 

A spokesman said Madigan, 
who has often clashed with 
Blagojevich, will discuss 
impeachment with Cross on 
Monday. 

Franks said Madigan _ a 
methodical man who never 
rushes decisions - listens to 
House members and will 
probably respond to public cries 
for impeachment. But Franks 
also said members will not be 
satisfied with a wait-and-see 
response. 

Eighty percent of lawmakers 
responding to a GateHouse 
News Service survey said the 
Legislature should pursue 
impeachment quickly. 
“Anything short of convening 
the (impeachment) committee 
would not be enough,” Franks 
said. 

Madigan’s daughter, Illinois 
Attorney General Lisa Madigan, 
has asked the state Supreme 
Court to remove Blagojevich 
from office, claiming he is 
unfit to serve. Madigan said 
Sunday that she expects word 
on whether the court will hear 
her request “probably just in a 
few days.” 

Lisa Madigan is considered one 
of the top Democratic candidates 
for governor in 2010. The state 
constitution gives lawmakers 
broad authority to impeach a 
governor for any reason they 
consider sufficient. The House 
would decide whether to file 
charges against the governor, 
and the Senate would ultimately 
rule on them. □ 
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More power loss possible in ice-ravaged Northeast 


JAFFREY, New Hampshire 
(AP) - Joined by people seeking 
shelter from the bitter cold, 
parishioners at the Jaffrey Bible 
Church on Sunday thanked God 
for a warm place to sleep and 
for the utility crews struggling 
to repair power lines snapped 
by the devastating ice storm 
that hit the northeastern New 
England states. 

“Your fellow Jaffrey residents 
have stepped up and made this 
a more bearable situation,” Walt 
Pryor, recreation department 
director for the town of 5,700, 
told the congregation of about 
150 people Sunday morning. 
The church in the town, 15 
miles from the Massachusetts 
state line, had been turned into a 
shelter, with cots and mattresses 
set up in offices and hallways, 
and televisions and 1,000-piece 
jigsaw puzzles for children 
in the basement. Donated 
food was plentiful, including 
lobster casserole, pot roast, and 
barbecued chicken. 

The ice storm knocked out 
electrical service for 1.4 million 
homes and businesses late 
last week. Roughly 649,000 


customers were still without 
powerSundaymominginupstate 
New York, Massachusetts, 
New Hampshire, Vermont and 
Maine. Utilities in hardest-hit 
New Hampshire said power 
might not be totally restored 
to the region until Thursday or 
Friday. 

Officials warned there could 
be more outages as drooping 
branches shed ice and snap 
back to their original positions, 
potentially taking out more 
power lines. 

President George W. Bush 
declared a state of emergency 
for New Hampshire and nine 
of Massachusetts’ 14 counties, 
directing the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency to provide 
relief assistance. 

Adding to the misery of 
downed power lines and 
property damage, temperatures 
dropped into the teens and 20s 
Fahrenheit early Sunday, with 
single-digit readings in parts 
of New Hampshire and Maine. 
Fryeburg, Maine, hit a low of 
just 2 degrees above zero F. 
Warmer weather was on the 
way for Monday. 


The number of people at 
shelters in Massachusetts nearly 
doubled to 1,800 Saturday night 
as people faced another night 
without lights and heat. 

Nearly 1,300 people stayed at 
56 shelters in New Hampshire. 
Crews across the region 
reported the ice had destroyed 
utility poles, wires and other 
equipment, but said the 
extent of damage was unclear 
because some roads still were 
impassable. 

About 300 National Guardsmen 
were deployed in New 
Hampshire, mostly in Stoddard, 
27 miles (43 kilometers) north 
of Jaffrey, to help with debris 
cleanup. 

Despite the difficulties, utilities 
were making progress with help 
from utility crews from Canada 
and as far away as Virginia and 
Michigan. 

In New Hampshire, about 
233,000 homes and businesses 
were still blacked out Sunday, 
down from a peak of 430,000 
on Friday, utilities reported. 

In Massachusetts, about 162,000 
homes and businesses remained 
darkSunday, down from 3 50,000

Bank bomber might 
have used cell phones 


PORTLAND, Oregon (AP) - 
Cell phones might have been 
used in a bomb blast that killed 
two officers who had carried 
the device into an Oregon bank, 
investigators said Sunday as they 
released surveillance photos of 
a “person of interest.” 

Marion County Sheriff Russ 
Isham said the man in the 
photos, who has not been 
identified, may have experience 
in welding and electronics. 

The photos, apparently taken 
with a security camera, show a 
man with an average build who 
appears to be in his 30s. He has 
a beard and dark hair. 

The Sheriff’s Office declined to 
say where the photos were taken 
but said someone involved in 
the bombing might have been 
in the central Oregon city of 
Bend last month. 

Cell phones and items that 
might have been used to make 
the bomb were bought in Bend 
last month, Isham said. The 
man might have taken actions 
“in furtherance of his plan” on 
Thursday and Friday in Salem 
and Woodburn. 

Authorities would not elaborate 
on how cell phones might have 
been used. Bombers often use 


cell phone signals to remotely 
detonate explosives. 

Lt. Sheila Lorance of the Marion 
County Sheriff’s Office, the 
lead agency in the case, did not 
have an explanation Sunday for 
why the officers who ended up 
dead or wounded took the bomb 
into the bank after it was found 
outside. 

A West Coast Bank branch 
manager found the device 
Friday after a call about a bomb 
threat to a nearby Wells Fargo 
bank branch that turned up a 
harmless device. 

Isham asked the public to help 
identify the man in the photos. 
A $35,000 reward has been 
offered for tips. 

“We remind the public of 
the danger he poses to our 
community, not only to the 
potential intended victims, but 
to others who may know him or 
are exposed to his explosives,” 
Isham said. 

“He may be careful, but others 
around him _ children, relatives 
or co-workers _ may be in grave 
danger,” Isham said. 

Woodburn Police Chief Scott 
Russell remained in critical 
condition Sunday at a Portland 
hospital as a result of the blast

at the height of the storm. In 
Maine, about 85,000 customers 
had no electricity, down from 
more than 220,000.

More than 4,209 members of 
the U.S. military have died in 
the conflict, which has cost 
U.S. taxpayers $576 billion 
since it began five years and 
nine months ago. 

Polls show most Americans 
believe the U.S. erred in 
invading Iraq in 2003. Bush 
ordered the nation into war 
against Saddam Hussein’s 
Iraq while citing intelligence 
claiming the Mideast nation 
harbored weapons of mass 
destruction. 

The weapons were never 
found, the intelligence was 
discredited, Bush’s credibility 
with U.S. voters plummeted 
and Saddam was captured and 
executed. 

“There is still more work to 
be done,” Bush said after 
his meeting with Iraqi Prime 
Minister Nouri al-Maliki. 

It was at that point the 
journalist stood up and threw a 
shoe from about 20 feet away. 
Bush ducked, and it narrowly 
missed his head. The second 
shoe came quickly, and Bush 
ducked again while several 
Iraqis grabbed the man and 
dragged him to the floor. 

In Iraqi culture, throwing 
shoes at someone is a sign of 
contempt. Iraqis whacked a 
statue of Saddam with their 
shoes after U.S. marines 
toppled it to the ground 
following the 2003 invasion. 
White House press secretary 
Dana Perino suffered an eye 
injury in the news conference 
melee. Bush brushed off the 
incident, comparing it to 
political protests at home. 

“So what if I guy threw his 


shoe at me?” he said. 
Al-Maliki, who spoke before 
the incident, praised postwar 
progress: “Today, Iraq is 
moving forward in every 
field.” 

After the news conference, 
the president took a 15-minute 
helicopter ride through dark 
skies over Baghdad to Camp 
Victory. Telling hundreds of 
troops he was “heading into 
retirement,” Bush blamed 
Saddam for the 2003 invasion 
and said, “America is safer 
and more secure” than it was 
before the war. 

For Bush, the war is the 
issue around which both he 
and the country defined his 
two terms in office. He saw 
the invasion and continuing 
fight as a necessary action to 
protect Americans and fight 
terrorism. Though his decision 
won support at first, the public 
now has largely decided that 
the U.S. needs to get out of 
Iraq. 

Air Force One, the president’s 
distinctive powder blue- 
and-white jetliner, landed at 
Baghdad International Airport 
in the afternoon local time 
after a secretive Saturday night 
departure from Washington. 
In a sign of security gains in 
this war zone, Bush received 
a formal arrival ceremony 
a flourish absent in his three 
earlier trips. 

Bush soon began a rapid-fire 
series of meetings with top 
Iraqi leaders. 

He met first with Iraqi 
President Jalal Talabani 
and the country’s two vice 
presidents, Tariq al-Hashemi 
and Adel Abdul-Mahdi, at the 
ornate, marble-floored Salam 


Palace along the shores of the 
Tigris River. 

Later, Bush’s motorcade 
pulled out the heavily fortified 
Green Zone and crossed over 
the Tigris so he could meet al- 
Maliki at the prime minister’s 
palace. A huge orange moon 
hung low over the horizon as 
Bush’s was ferried quickly 
through the city. 

The two leaders signed 
ceremonial copy of the 
security agreement. 

The Bush administration and 
even White House critics credit 
last year’s military buildup 
with the security gains in Iraq. 
Last month, attacks fell to the 
lowest monthly level since the 
war began in 2003. 

Still, it’s unclear what will 
happen when the U.S. troops 
leave. While violence has 
slowed in Iraq, attacks 
continue, especially in the 
north. At least 55 people were 
killed Thursday in a suicide 
bombing in a restaurant near 
Kirkuk. 

It was Bush’s last trip to the 
war zone before Obama takes 
office Jan. 20. Obama won an 
election largely viewed as a 
referendum on Bush, who has 
endured low approval ratings 
because of the war and more 
recently, the U.S. recession. 
Obama, a Democrat, has 
promised he will bring all U.S. 
combat troops back home from 
Iraq a little over a year into his 
term, as long as commanders 
agree a withdrawal would not 
endanger American personnel 
or Iraq’s security. Obama has 
said the drawdown in Iraq 
would allow him to shift 
troops and bolster the U.S. 
presence in Afghanistan. 

The new U.S.-Iraqi security 
pact, calls for all American 
troops to be withdrawn by the 
end of 2011, in two stages. 
The first stage begins next 
year, when U.S. troops pull 
back from Baghdad and other 
Iraqi cities by the end of June. 
Gen. Raymond Odiemo, the 
top U.S. commander in Iraq, 
said Saturday that even after 
that summer deadline, some 
U.S. troops will remain in 
Iraqi cities. 

Journalists and staff who made 
the 10!/2-hour trip to Iraq with 
the president agreed to tell 
almost no one about the plans, 
and the White House released 
false schedules detailing 
activities planned for Bush in 
Washington on Sunday.

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Police thwart Moscow rally, seize 90-130 people

MOSCOW (AP) - Police 
thwarted a banned anti- 
Kremlin protest in central 
Moscow on Sunday, seizing 
dozens of demonstrators and 
shoving them into trucks. 
Organizers said 130 people 
were detained around the 
capital but police put the 
number at 90. The opposition 
movement headed by fierce 
Kremlin critic and former 
chess champion Garry 
Kasparov said the co-leader 
of the group was one of those 
seized. 

The Other Russia movement 
organized the protest, in 
defiance of a ban, to draw 
attention to Russia’s economic 
troubles and to protest 
Kremlin plans to extend the 
presidential term from four 
years to six. Critics say the 
constitutional change as part 
of a retreat from democracy 
and is aimed at strengthening 
the grip of Prime Minister 
Vladimir Putin and his allies. 
News broadcasts on the main 
television networks made 
no mention of the Moscow 
crackdown or of protests in St. 
Petersburg and Vladivostok. 
Kasparov and other prominent 
liberals have just launched a 
new anti-Kremlin movement 
called Solidarity in a bid to 
unite Russia’s liberal forces 
and encourage a popular 
revolution similar to those in 
Ukraine and Georgia. 
Kasparov had vowed to carry 
out Sunday’s protest although 
authorities had denied 
permission for it. 

Before the scheduled start, 
hundreds of officers guarded 
Triumph Square, which was 
ringed by police trucks and 
metal barriers. 

Police roughly grabbed 
protesters who tried to enter 
the square, dragging at least 
25 people into waiting trucks. 
Police also seized Other 
Russia co-leader Eduard 
Limonov along with a handful 
of bodyguards as they walked 
toward the square. They were 
bundled into police vehicles. 
Kasparov and a group of 
supporters decided to avoid 
police by marching in a 
different location, then set 
off for a third site after 
finding another strong police 
presence, spokeswoman 
Marina Litvinovich said. 
Dozens of protesters gathered 
at the third site and marched

about a kilometer (half a mile) 
along a major street, shouting 
slogans such as “Russia 
without Putin!” before they 
dispersed. Kasparov traveled 
by car and the march was over 
when he arrived, Litvinovich 
said. Kasparov’s Web site said 
police in Moscow also broke 
up a protest by a hard-line 
group of retired generals in 
a square nearby and detained 
about 50 participants. The 
group, the Soviet Officers’ 
Union, could not be reached 
for comment. 

The Moscow police said they 
detained 90 people. Some of 
the detainees were members 
of a pro-Kremlin youth 
group that staged a counter¬ 
demonstration, dropping 
leaflets from a concert hall 
rooftop. 

Litvinovich said 130 people 
were detained in Moscow, 
including 18 who tried to enter 
the Kremlin through one of its 
guarded gates. 

“Today we saw a police state 
and its methods,” she said. 
Other Russia said most were 
released but many were 
ordered to appear in court later 
on charges of involvement in 


a prohibited public activity. It 
said Limonov appeared before 
a judge and was fined 500 
rubles (about $18; euro 13) for 
that infraction. 

Lyudmila Morozova, 61, a 
nurse from the southern city 
of Voronezh, had planned to 
protest in Triumph Square but 
was put off by the massive 
police presence. She said the 
police actions showed that the 
government was afraid “some 
kind of power will rise against 
them.” 

“I want my country to develop 
along a democratic path,” said 
Morozova, standing against a 
wall at the edge of the square. 
“It’s not only not democratic, 
it’s becoming totalitarian.” 

She said she has joined 
Solidarity. 

In St. Petersburg, about 200 
Other Russia supporters 
demonstrated at a site approved 
by city authorities. But local 
leader Olga Kurnosova said 
at least one organizer was 
detained beforehand, and St. 
Petersburg police said about 
10 people were detained at a 
separate site. 

Popular support for Other 
Russia and other vocal 


opposition groups is minimal, 
but the Kremlin is wary about 
any evidence of public anger as 
its struggles with a potentially 
politically damaging economic 
downturn. 

There has been little evidence 
of change in the government’s 
heavy-handed treatment of 
critics since Dmitry Medvedev 
succeeded Putin as president

in May and stressed the 
importance of civil rights in 
his inaugural address.

Egyptian bus crash kills 57

CAIRO, Egypt (AP) - A bus packed with 
passengers traveling along a narrow road in 
southern Egypt plunged into an irrigation canal, 
killing 57 people on Sunday, officials said. 
Minya Governor Ahmed Diaa said the bus, with 
at least 70 passengers on board, swerved to 
avoid an oncoming pickup truck near a village 
close to the city of Minya, located about 133 
miles south of Cairo. 

Rescuers on small boats searched the canal for 
passengers, and volunteers pulled bodies out of 
the water. A crane later lifted the bus out of the 
canal. One survivor told the Egyptian private 
television station Dream that a boat came to get 
him and a friend after the bus plunged into the 
water, but many people were unable to get out 
of the bus. 


The accident took place early Sunday at the 
end of a major Muslim holiday, when inter-city 
roads are crowded with returning vacationers. 
Diaa initially said 36 people were killed, but 
rescue efforts continued hours after the accident 
and he later put the death toll at 57, according 
to state-run television. 

Egypt has a history of serious bus and car 
crashes because of speeding, careless driving 
and poor road conditions. At least 8,000 people 
were killed in accidents in 2006, the most 
recent statistics available. 

Sunday’s incident is one of the worst road 
accidents in recent months, and a prosecution 
team was at the scene investigating. A string of 
fatal accidents and fires have fueled Egyptian 
anger at the government because of the belief 
that many of the incidents are due to official 
negligence or poor infrastructure.^

MOGADISHU, Somalia (AP) 

- Somalia’s president fired his 
prime minister Sunday and 
accused him of paralyzing the 
government with “corruption, 
inefficiency and treason.” 
Hours later, as the government 
veered toward collapse, 
Islamic insurgents held a 
brazen news conference in the 
capital and vowed never to 
negotiate with the leadership. 
President Abdullahi Yusuf 
announced his decision in 
Baidoa, one of the few towns 
the government still controls. 
Islamic militants accused of 
ties to al-Qaida have taken

over most of the country. 

“The government has been 
paralyzed by corruption, 
inefficiency and treason,” 
Yusuf said. He will name a 
new prime minister in three 
days, he said. 

The prime minister, Nur 
Hassan Hussein, promised 
to challenge his dismissal, 
saying the president lacked 
the authority to fire him and 
that Somalia itself lacked a 
legal government because too 
many ministers have already 
resigned. 

“The president was speaking 
in his usual personal capacity, 
which is always contrary to 
the country’s existing rules 
and regulations,” Hussein told 


The Associated Press. 

Later in the day, Sheik Muktar 
Robow, a spokesman for the 
al-Shabab insurgent group, 
held a news conference in the 
capital, Mogadishu, in open 
disregard for the government. 
“We will never talk to the 
government and will never 
accept any political power 
sharing. Our aim is only to 
see Islamic law running this 
country,” Robow said. 

Somalia has been without 
an effective government 
since 1991, when warlords 
overthrew a dictatorship and 
then turned on one another. 
Somalia is at a dangerous 
crossroads. Ethiopia, which 
has been protecting the 
Somali government, recently 
announced it would withdraw 
its troops by the end of this 
month. That will leave the 
government vulnerable to 
Islamic insurgents, who 
began a brutal insurgency in 
2007. They have captured 
most of southern Somalia and 
move freely inside the capital, 
Mogadishu. 

In the past they have brought 
a semblance of security to the 
country, but have done it by 
carrying out public executions 
and floggings. On Saturday, 
fighters loyal to the most 
powerful arm of the Islamist 
movement _ al-Shabab 
publicly executed by firing 
squad two men accused of 
killing their parents.

Russian warships end polemic 
Nicaragua visit 

MANAGUA, Nicaragua (AP) - A Nicaraguan army official says 
three Russian navy ships have left the Central American country 
after a brief visit here that stirred heated debate and underscored 
deep political divisions. 

Lt. Col. Juan Morales says the destroyer Admiral Chabanenko 
and two support vessels left Sunday after delivering $200,000 in 
medicine, computers and other humanitarian aid. 

Morales denied the ships left early because of opposition to the 
visit. They were scheduled to leave Monday. 

Leftist President Daniel Ortega said he was authorized to approve 
the visit, but opposition lawmakers argued that the constitution 
requires congressional approval for visits by foreign military 
forces. 

The warships previously visited ally Venezuela and sailed through 
the Panama Canal. □ 


Ameican moved to Finland after 
Russia attack 


MOSCOW (AP) - The mother of an American exchange student 
who was stabbed in Russia says her son has been transferred to 
a hospital in Finland. Eighteen-year-old Stanley Robinson, of 
Providence, Rhode Island, was stabbed by unknown assailants 
in the southern Russian city of Volgograd on Dec. 5. Robinson is 
black; officials say the attack may have been racially motivated. 
Robinson was studying Russian on a program arranged by the 
American Field Service, or AFS. 

The organization said Saturday it had arranged his transfer to 
Finland, and his mother, Tina Robinson, confirmed by phone 
Sunday that he was hospitalized in Helsinki. Q

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) 
- Cuban President Raul Castro 
spent Sunday in private 
meetings with socialist ally 
Hugo Chavez after publicly 
thanking the Venezuelan 
president for helping Cuba 
through difficult times. 

Castro - on his first trip abroad 
since becoming Cuba’s 
president - was not scheduled 
to appear in public the day 
after he and Chavez agreed to 
joint projects worth more than 
$2 billion. 


Chavez, a longtime ally ofFidel 
Castro, gave Fidel’s younger 
brother a warm welcome 
to Venezuela on Saturday, 
praising him for challenging 
U.S. “imperialism” for 
decades. 

Castro, in turn, thanked 
Venezuela for increasing 
cooperation with the 
communist-led island. 

“In the name of Cuba, we 
thank you for your solidarity 
with the Cuban Revolution,” 
said the 77-year-old Castro.

first cooperation agreement 
with Venezuela eight years 
ago. 

Raul Castro stopped first 
in Venezuela on his first 
international trip as president, 
a testament to Cuba’s reliance 
on the South American nation 
that provides the island with 
oil at a discount. 

Venezuela sells Cuba about 
90,000 barrels of crude oil per 
day on preferential terms, and 
hopes to increase shipments 
to 150,000 barrels per day by 
2013. 

Venezuela also is the fifth- 
largest exporter of oil to the 
U.S. Washington’s nearly 50- 
year-old trade embargo against 
Cuba prohibits nearly all U.S. 
commerce with the island. 
Plunging world oil prices are 


raising doubts about the future 
of Venezuela’s international 
largess. But Venezuela and 
Cuba forged ahead Saturday 
with plans to expand Cuba’s 
oil refineries. 

The Cuban government, 
meanwhile, has sent Venezuela 
30,000 Cuban doctors, nurses, 
sports trainers and agricultural 
technicians. 

Castro formally succeeded his 
ailing 82-year-old brother as 
Cuba’s president in February, 
but had assumed leadership 
duties on an interim basis after 
Fidel underwent emergency 
intestinal surgery in July 
2006. 

Castro said he hopes 
voters approve a proposed 
constitutional amendment 
to lift limits on presidential 


elections and allow Chavez 
to run for re-election in 2012. 
Venezuelan election officials 
say the term-limits referendum 
could be held in March. 

On Sunday, Chavez says 
relations between Venezuela 
and the United States can 
only improve after President 
George W. Bush leaves the 
White House. 

But the Venezuelan leader, a 
fierce critic of Washington, 
said in a televised interview 
that bettering relations will 
require “patience” and “good 
faith.” 

Chavez earlier said he hopes 
Obama will make good on his 
promise to close the military 
prison at Guantanamo Bay 
Naval Base in Cuba after 
taking office on Jan. 20.□ 



Swedish watchdog eyes Web site naming rapists

STOCKHOLM, Sweden (AP) - A government 
watchdog in Sweden is investigating a Web 
site that publishes the names of convicted sex 
offenders for potential breach of privacy, an 
official said Sunday. 

Data Inspection Board lawyer Jonas Agnvall 
said the board opened the investigation after 
receiving complaints about the site. The board 
will assess whether the publication has been 
done with a journalistic purpose or not. 

Under Swedish law, material published with a 
journalistic purpose is excluded from the law 
that protects personal information. The Web 
site has been running since October and posts 
addresses, court documents, dates of birth and 
photos of convicted rapists. 

“These are complicated issues,” Agnvall said. 
“Journalistic purpose is not only reserved for 
traditional media.” 

Sweden has a long history of transparency 


- allowing public access to many private 
documents, including court papers and 
information on income, marital status and 
college grades. 

However, coordinated Web access to criminal 
records is controversial because some say it 
could trigger vigilante attacks or harm relatives 
of offenders. 

The operators of the Web site were not available 
for comment Sunday. The daily newspaper 
Goteborgs-Posten reported Saturday that the 
operators Web site organizers want tougher 
penalties for sex offenders. 

If they are charged and found guilty, they could 
face fines and up to two years in prison. 

In the United States, Megan’s Law requires that 
the public be able to access information about 
registered sex offenders. The law is named 
after Megan Kanka, a 7-year-old New Jersey 
girl who was raped and killed in 1994 by a 
twice-convicted sex offender who lived near 
her home. □

“One thing I learned is that 
when a soldier, airman or a 
Marine is away, the more we 
can take care of the family, the 
better they’re going to be able 
to do their job because there’s 
nothing worse than being 
deployed and having family 
problems,” said Graham, a 
member of the Senate Armed 
Services Committee. 

Graham said that when the 
military mobilized for the 
war in Iraq, about 20 percent 
of Guard and Reserve forces 
were medically disqualified. 
He said it wasn’t smart to 
have “20 percent of your force 
out of the fight without a shot 
being fired.” About 25 percent 
of the Guard and Reserves 
were uninsured. 

In response, Graham worked 
with Sen. Hillary Clinton 
in 2005 to allow members 
of the Guard and Reserve to 
purchase health insurance for 
themselves and their families 
through TRICARE, the 
military’s health care system. 
Seven years after the U.S. 
invaded Afghanistan to oust 
the Taliban for hosting al- 
Qaida chief Osama bin Laden, 
the United States has a record 
level of some 32,000 forces 
in the country, and American 
commanders have asked 
for 20,000 more. Violence 
has soared over the last two 
years. 

Graham, who was in the 
capital from Sunday through 
Thursday, calledthe challenges 
in Afghanistan “enormous,” 
and said the U.S. “let some 
time get by” without enough 
focus on the country. 

“It’s going to get tougher 
before it gets better. But 
we have a new strategy in 
place. Gen. (David) Petreaus 
understands how to win 
wars,” Graham said, referring 
to the chief of U.S. Central 
Command. “So I want the 
people of America to know 
we’re here to make our own 
national security better.” 

The Taliban appears to be 
making gains in Afghanistan’s 
provinces, and more U.S. 
soldiers have died in 
Afghanistan in 2008 than in 
any year since the invasion, 
but Graham said history 
shows that the momentum in 
conflicts can turn quickly. 

In 1987, Graham said, the Cold 
War between the Soviet Union 


and the U.S. was “vigorous.” 
By 1990, he pointed out, it was 
over. “Momentum for evil or 
good can be powerful. Things 
can really deteriorate fast, but 
things can change and I’ve 
learned that in Iraq,” Graham 
said of the country, where 
violence has dropped quickly 
over the last year. Graham has 
also served time in Iraq in the 
Air Force Reserves. 

The politician said his service 


in the military has made him a 
better senator. 

“You don’t need to be in the 
military to be a good senator 
or president, but every 
experience you have helps 
you,” Graham said.Q

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‘Day the Earth Stood Still’ launches to S31NI debut

LOS ANGELES - Audiences 
sat still for Keanu Reeves’ sci- 
fi remake “The Day the Earth 
Stood Still,” making it the 
weekend’s top movie with a 
$31 million debut, according 
to studio estimates Sunday. 
The 20th Century Fox release 
also added $39 million in 
90 overseas markets for 
a worldwide total of $70 
million. 

The movie updates the 1951 
tale of an alien and his giant 
robot enforcer who come to 
Earth with a warning about the 
consequences of humanity’s 
destructive nature. 

“Audiences are moving to see 
' The Day the Earth Stood Still. ’ 
It’s a visually stunning movie 
with timely issues everybody 
on this planet can relate to,” 
said Fox distribution executive 
Chris Aronson. “Basically, 
how we treat each other and 
how we treat this planet that 
we call home.” 

The Warner Bros, holiday 
romp “Four Christmases” 


slipped to second place with 
$13.3 million. The Reese 
Witherspoon-Vince Vaughn 
comedy raised its three-week 
total to $88 million. 

Another seasonal tale, 
Overture Films’ “Nothing 
Like the Holidays,” opened a 
weak No. 7 with $3.5 million. 
The movie features John 
Leguizamo, Debra Messing 
and Alfred Molina in the story 
of a Chicago family’s holiday 
reunion. 

The overall box office 
plummeted compared with the 
same weekend last year, when 
“I Am Legend” opened with 
$77.2 million and “Alvin and 
the Chipmunks” debuted with 
$44.3 million. This weekend’s 
top 12 movies took in $83.3 
million, down 45 percent from 
a year ago. 

“This was predestined to be 
a down weekend given the 
incredible one-two punch of 
‘I Am Legend’ and ‘Alvin,’” 
said Paul Dergarabedian, 
president of box-office tracker 
Media By Numbers. “There 
was no way this weekend 


could measure up.” 

A rush of films opened with 
big numbers in limited release 
to qualify for the Academy 
Awards. 

Miramax’s “Doubt” pulled 
in $525,030 in 15 theaters, 
averaging $35,002 a cinema, 
compared with $8,708 in 
3,560 locations for “The 
Day the Earth Stood Still.” 
The film stars Meryl Streep, 
Philip Seymour Hoffman and 
Amy Adams in a war-of-wills 
drama between an old-school 
nun and a progressive priest. 
Clint Eastwood’s “Gran 
Torino” played in six locations 
and took in $284,000 to 
average $47,333. The Warner 
Bros, film stars Eastwood as a 
bigot who becomes an unlikely 
protector for his immigrant 
neighbors against street thugs. 
The Weinstein Co. drama 
“The Reader” rang up 
$170,000 in eight theaters 
for a $21,250 average. The 
Holocaust-themed story stars 
Kate Winslet as a former 
concentration camp guard 
standing trial years later. □

QueenElizabethllreinsinextravagance 
as credit crunch grips 

LONDON - Always concerned about staying in touch with 
her subjects, Queen Elizabeth II has invited the royal family 
to follow her example and tighten the purse strings during the 
financial downturn. 

The 82-year-old monarch has warned her grandsons Princes 
William, 26, and Harry, 24 — third and fourth in line to the 
throne — that all ostentatious signs of living it up would be 
inappropriate, according to newspapers. 

British subjects are apparently in no mood to see the young 
royals partying in exclusive London nightclubs while the 
kingdom sinks into recession, the cost of living rockets and jobs 
are lost. 

“Whatever is the mood of the nation, she (Queen Elizabeth) 
tries to go along with that mood,” Nicholas Davies, an author of 
several books on the monarchy, told AFP. 

The sovereign has a personal fortune of320 million pounds (475 
million dollars, 355 million euros), according to The Sunday 
Times newspaper’s 2008 Rich List, but is not a spendthrift. 
“She’s not a flamboyant character and never has been,” Davies 
said. 

“She is not someone who has gone and spoiled her children, 
because she doesn’t believe in spoiling them. She would 
expect them all (the other royals) to follow her example this 
Christmas. 

“Children or grand-children, they will all behave in the same 
way. It is unlikely that this coming season we will see William 
and Harry going out to nightclubs, getting blind drunk and 
fooling around with attractive girls.” 

Adapting to the credit crunch should not be difficult for Queen 
Elizabeth, who has long since garnered a reputation for looking 
after the pennies. 

For example, she insists that the Buckingham Palace lights are 
turned off when rooms are vacated and left-overs from banquets 
are re-used. 

Annual head of state expenditure has dropped from 87.3 million 
pounds in 1991-1992 to 40 million pounds in 2007-2008. 

In mid-October this year, during her state visit to Slovakia 
and Slovenia, she showed how she has cut back her wardrobe 
expenditure as a nod to the tougher times enveloping her 
subjects. 

For a state banquet in the the Slovene capital Ljubljana, the 
queen asked her dressmakers to make her a formal gown out of 
some material she was given more than 20 years ago during a 
tour of the Middle East. 

For her walkabout in the city centre, she wore a red outfit 
already seen at an official engagement in April. In Slovakia, she 
appeared in the same pink wool outfit that she wore on Easter 
Sunday. 

Normally, etiquette demands that the queen never wears the 
same outfit twice.

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lesse Jackson Jr. Should Bow Out for Obama’s Seat

Illinois Congressman Jesse Jackson Jr. should 
bow out of contention for Obama’s Senate seat. 
True there is yet no evidence that he offered to 
greaselllinoisGovernorRodBlagojevich’spalm 
in return for the seat. But there’s a continuing 
probe into whether a Jackson family member 
or associates acted as Jackson’s paymasters 
to Blagojevich. The probe, the suspicions, 
and the time he has spent in his defense have 
hopelessly tainted him as a credible candidate 
for the seat. He should also withdraw because 
Blagojevich’s alleged funny money dealings 
has tossed too ugly a glare on Chicago’s wheel 
and deal, borderline legal racketeering politics. 
The whispers and rumors about Jackson Jr. 
will swirl no matter what the FBI and the U.S. 
attorney ultimately decide about the extent of 
his involvement in the scandal. 

But this is really less important than the 
accusation against him. In politics, especially 
Chicago politics, protests of innocence to 
wrongdoing are not the same as innocence. 
Jackson Jr. is not just a Chicago politician. He’s 
an African-American politician who carries his 
famed father’s namesake. The elder Jackson 
who was also mentioned in the allegation of 
seat tampering is no stranger to controversy. 
That’s enough to further stir suspicions. It’s 
still race, however, that makes Jackson Jr.’s 
innocence or not most problematic. When black 
elected officials are accused of wrongdoing, 
the presumption of guilt hangs heavily in the 
air. That’s in part because the recent corruption 
scandals that have snared former Louisiana 
Democrat William Jefferson and Birmingham 
mayor Larry Langford have been plastered over 
the news. The cloud of suspicion is there in part 
too because in a few celebrated cases when 
they’re indicted, jailed, accused of financial 
improprieties or ethics violations (as in the case 
of Georgia Congresswoman Cynthia McKinney, 
who initially screamed race when she took a 
swing at a Capitol Police officer) the fingered 
officials have made race the centerpiece of 
their defense. During the 1990s, former Illinois 


Congressman Mel Reynolds screamed racism 
when he was indicted, tried and convicted 
of sexual assault charges. Washington D.C. 
Mayor Marion Barry screamed racism when 
he was indicted, tried and convicted on a drug 
charge. California Congressman Walter Tucker, 
convicted of bribery charges, loudly shouted 
racism. 

When they’re popped, they wail that they 
should not be held to a higher standard of 
accountability than white officials who get 
caught with their hand in the corruption cookie 
jar. When white politicians are jailed and pay 
hefty fines for violating campaign finance and 
ethics laws, nobody says that they have to be a 
cross between Mother Teresa and St. Paul. 
However, even if Jackson is a victim of a 
slightly kooky governor as he and others claim, 
that still doesn’t absolve him of holding to a 
standard that leaves not the slightest doubt 
that he is above reproach. He represents 
the majority black Second Congressional 
District. His constituents view him not as other 
politicians, but as a leader and advocate. They 
look to him to represent their interests and to 
confront institutional power. Any legal smear 
on him, no matter how questionable that soils 
his name makes it much harder for blacks to 
retain confidence in them. 

This diminishes their political power and 
influence, creating distrust and dissension 
among black voters. Jackson publicly pleaded 
to get his good name back. He knows full well 
that a taint, any taint, can hamper his ability 
to do his job. He has an even bigger burden 
than other black politicians who carry the 
same cross. His father insured that. The long 
and storied years of civil rights crusading by 
Jackson Sr. markedly increased expectations 
that his son would not be solely a legislative 
fighter but also a champion for the rights of 
the underdog, who in this case, happen to be 
many of his constituents. Jackson to his credit 
did not reflexively try to deflect, dodge, and 
muddy the charges and accusations against him 
by screaming “racism.’Q 
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My Journey to find comfort in tho cold

Guilderland, N. Y. -1 wake in the night and listen. The reassuring 
rumble tells me that the furnace is still on. It’s good news and 
bad. It means we have heat and there’s still oil, but it might just 
as well be dollar bills that I’m burning. 

I don’t fall back to sleep easily. My fear of cold has an ancient 
echo. I listen for the furnace at night the way my Polish ancestors 
woke in their huts to check on the fire. We’re told that global 
warming is a threat, but it’s a danger I’d settle for on days like 
this. 

In many wedding albums, there is a picture of the groom 
carrying the bride over the threshold. That odd custom is also 
about staying warm. In ancient times, when a woman left her 
father’s home and was set down on the hearth in her new house 
she was in the most important spot in any ancient home. She 
literally kept the home fires burning. 

Temperature is part of my own married romance. Coming to 
New York from Baltimore - where there is just one decent 
snowstorm each year -1, too, was set down on a new hearth. 
My husband, Peter, comes from northern Ontario, where winter 
runs from September to May and wind chill is scoffed at. “When 
Canadians have 30 below, they mean it,” he says. “Wind chill 
is for wimps.” 

So to marry this tundra man I had to learn to dress for serious 
cold. To get me from Baltimore’s Inner Harbor to Albany’s 
frozen Hudson, Peter plied me with jackets and sweaters, 
scarves and gloves, even a hat with earflaps. The gift of Sorel 
boots - toasty at Canada’s 30 below, was a sign we were getting 
serious. 

That first winter together, living in upstate New York, I thought 
I’d die. My boots were good below freezing, but my fingers 
could barely tie them. Physical acclimation is real, but it came 
slowly. Each year gets a bit easier. Now I complain about the 
cold, but no longer imagine myself as part of the Donner party. 
But there is also emotional acclimation to cold. A quote of 
French author Albert Camus is taped inside the cabinet where 
I get my coffee mug each morning. It says: “In the depth of 
winter, I finally learned that within me there lay an invincible 
summer.” Some days that tells me that I have enough beach 
memories to cling to on freezing days and other days it is the 
word “invincible” that reminds me that living cold does indeed 
build character. But having a warm house is important. I can’t 
swear that my first marriage ended solely over the thermostat 
setting, but for years I never went on a second date with a man 
whose response to my “I’m cold,” was, “Put on a sweater.” 
Now I’m married to a man who knows that cold hands do not 
mean a warm heart, and that a big oil bill is better than roses. 
But surprisingly, I’ve grown, too. I am willing, in this new life 
and climate, to go look for that cost-saving sweater.Q

The Steelers 
have won five straight, and this 
was their first win in Baltimore 
since 2002. It also earned the 
Steelers a first-round bye. 

Matt Stover kicked three field 
goals for the Ravens (9-5), who 
remain in the wild-card hunt 
despite being eliminated from 
the AFC North race. 

Colts 31, Lions 21 
At Indianapolis, Despite a 
litany of missed tackles and two 
lost fumbles, Peyton Manning 
kept Indiana (10-4) on track 
for a playoff run, and kept the 
Detroit (0-14) on track for a 
winless year.

Vikings 35, Cardinals 14

touchdowns and the Vikings 
stayed alone atop the NFC 
North. 

Adrian Peterson rushed for 165 
yards on 28 carries, his franchise 
record ninth 100-yard game of 
the season for the Vikings (9-5), 
who won their fourth in a row. 
They can clinch the division 
title with another victory or loss 
by Chicago. 

Dolphins 14, 49ers 9 
At Miami, the Dolphins had 
possession for less than 22 
minutes but held the opposition 
without a touchdown for the 
third game in a row and helped 
its playoff chances. 

The 49ers ran 79 plays to 42 
for the Dolphins, but Miami 
tight ends scored the only 
touchdowns on first-half passes 
from Chad Pennington. He 
threw a 61-yarder to David 
Martin and a 19-yarder to rookie 
Joey Haynos, making the first 
reception of his career. 

Jets 31, Bills 27 
At East Rutherford, New Jersey, 
Abram Elam sacked J.P. Losman 
and Shaun Ellis picked up the 
fumble and rumbled 11 yards 
into the end zone with 1:54 left 
for the go-ahead score.

At Atlanta, Michael Turner ran 
for 152 yards, John Abraham 
had three sacks and Jason Elam 
kicked a 34-yard field goal in 
overtime. 

Atlanta twice turned it over 
near the Tampa Bay end zone 
and had a huge breakdown on 
special teams, allowing Tampa 
Bay to block a punt with less 
than 3 minutes left in regulation. 
That set up Matt Bryant’s tying 
field goal with 48 seconds left. 
Bengals 20, Redskins 13

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Oklahoma quarterback Bradford wins Heisman Trophy

NEWYORK-The first person 
to congratulate Heisman 
Trophy winner Sam Bradford 
was the player who won it last

year — Tim Tebow. 

The star quarterbacks from the 
top two teams in the country 
shook hands Saturday night, 
then embraced. 

On Jan. 8, with the national 


championship on the line, it 
won’t be so cordial. 

Bradford, Oklahoma ’ s 

amazingly accurate and 
quick-thinking passer, won 
the Heisman after leading the 
highest-scoring team in major 
college history to the BCS 
title game. A year after Tebow 
was the first sophomore to 
win the Heisman, Bradford 
became the second and kept 
the Florida star from joining 
Archie Griffin as the only 
two-time winners. 

Bradford and Tebow will soon 
meet again, when the No. 2 
Sooners (12-1) face No. 1 
Gators (12-1) in Miami. 
“We’re ready to get back to 
work to get ready for the 8th,” 
Bradford said. “When we 
started this season, winning 
the national championship 
was the first goal we put down 
as a team.” 

Next month’s game between 
Oklahoma and Florida marks 
the second time Heisman 
winners will play against 
each other. The first was in 
the 2005 Orange Bowl, when 
‘04 winner Matt Leinart and 
Southern California beat 
‘03 winner Jason White and 
Oklahoma for the national title. 


Bradford, who leads the nation 
in touchdown passes with 48, 
received 1,726 points. Texas 
quarterback Colt McCoy was 
second with 1,604 and Tebow 
— who received the most 
first-place votes — was third 
with 1,575 points. 

“I was definitely surprised 
and I think it’s everything I 
imagined,” said Bradford, who 
raised the 25-pound bronze 
statue with his left hand still 
in a cast from a recent surgery. 
“I think it will take a couple 
weeks to set in.” 

Bradford got 300 first-place 
votes, McCoy 266 and Tebow 
309. Not since 1956 had a 
player drawn the most first- 
place votes and finished 
third; Tommy McDonald 
of Oklahoma holds that 
distinction. 

Bradford was the third person 
to win without receiving the 
most first-place votes, joining 
Notre Dame’s Paul Homung 
in ‘56 and Oklahoma’s Billy 
Sims in 1978. 

Any consolation, Tim? 

“Not really,” he said with a 
smile. “You lose, you lose. 
“We still get to play in January 
and decide something a little 
bit bigger.” 


It was the closest margin 
between the top two since 
Nebraska’s Eric Crouch edged 
Florida’s Rex Grossman by 
62 points in 2001. The only 
other time the gap between 
first and third was smaller 
was also ‘01, when Miami’s 
Ken Dorsey was 142 points 
behind Crouch. 

“Now I know what it’s like for 
those people on ‘American 
Idol,”’ McCoy said. “My 
heart was pounding.” 

The award ceremony was held 
at the Nokia Theatre in Times 
Square. When it was over, 
the finalists were whisked 
downtown with a police 
escort, about 50 blocks to the 
Sports Museum of America in 
lower Manhattan for a news 
conference. 

“I was really nervous,” 
Bradford said during his 
news conference. “I’d much 
rather play in front of 100,000 
people than wait for an award 
to be handed out.” 

The Big 12 South was the 
epicenter of college football 
this season, with both the 
national championship race 
and Heisman chase turning 
weekly on games played by 
its three powerhouse teams. 
McCoy was the early Heisman 
front-runner after leading 
the Longhorns to the No. 1 
ranking with a victory against 
Oklahoma in October. Texas 
Tech’s Graham Harrell, who 
finished a distant fourth in 
Heisman voting, then moved 
to the forefront after he tossed 
a last-second, game-winning 
touchdown pass to beat Texas 
a month later. 

But Bradford closed strongest, 
leading his team to a string of 
blowout victories, including 
one against Texas Tech, 
and a spot — even if it was 
somewhat controversial — in 
the BCS title game. 

Bradford leads the nation 
in passer rating (186.3) and 
has thrown for 4,464 yards, 
directing the Sooners’ fast- 
paced, no-huddle offense. 
Oklahoma has already racked 
up 702 points to blow past the 
record of 656 set by Hawaii 
in 2006, and last week the 
Sooners became the first 
major college team in 89 
years to score at least 60 in 
five straight games. □

DALLAS (AP) - Sean Avery’s 
days with the Dallas Stars are 
done. 

Although the combative 
forward was eligible to return 
from a six-game suspension 
Sunday, the Stars instead 
announced Avery will not 
rejoin the team - ever. 

“All parties said there is a clear 
understanding that a return 
to the Stars is not in the best 
interest of either the hockey 
club or Avery,” the team said 
in a news release. 

Details of his departure still 
must be worked out. He could 
be traded, sent to the minors 
or bought out next summer. 
The club said it will work 
with Avery to try making this 
an amicable divorce. 

However, there’s no telling 
when Avery will even be 
ready to play again. He is 
at an undisclosed location 
seeking treatment through a 
program set up by the NHL 
players association. When he 
was suspended, Avery told the 
Stars he needed help dealing 
with anger issues. 

“Sean needs to focus on his 
own well-being while the Stars 
hockey team must focus on 
playing hockey and competing 
for a playoff spot,” Stars co¬ 


general manager Brett Hull 
said in the statement. “We all 
need to move forward.” 

Avery lasted only 23 games in 
Dallas after being signed for 
$15.5 million and four years 
over the summer. The Stars 
could try voiding the contract 
by saying he violated a conduct 
clause, but aren’t going to do 
that, in part because of the 
likely legal challenges that 
would ensue. 

“The message here is: no 
distractions,” Hull said. “Sean 
can focus on resolving his 
personal issues, and the Stars 
will have closure on this 
episode.” 

Avery _ a two-time league 
leader in penalty minutes who 
delights in being called the 
NHL’s most-hated player _ was 
suspended by commissioner 
Gary Bettman only hours after 
he made a crude remark about 
ex-girlfriends dating other 
hockey players. The Stars 
were in Calgary, Alberta, and 
Flames defenseman Dion 
Phaneuf is dating actress 
Elisha Cuthbert. Avery also 
has dated supermodel-actress 
Rachel Hunter, who is now 
dating Los Angeles’ Jarret 
Stoll. 

Avery’s comment came on 
Dec. 2 to reporters waiting to 
discuss comments he’d made
